5. All animals ca‘alogued have been tested for T. B. and are clean, and have 
also passed a test for Erucellosis thirty days prior to the sale, cr are accompanied by 
a Bangs Vaccination Certificate. Announcements will be made covering animals not 


clear from vaccination. 


6. Certificates of registry and transfer will be furnished with each animal sold. 
A signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be furnished wi'h bred females, 


showing names and record numbers of sire and dam, as well as service date. 


7. Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, but at 
purchaser’s risk of loss or injury after animal! is bid off. Where cattle are sold at 


private treaty the above terms should apply as well as for sale at auction. 
All prospective buyers should check health requirements of their states. 


As a safeguard to prospective buyers, every animal has successfully passed a clean 
abortion test within 30 days prior to the sale, or will have Certificates of Bangs Calf- 
hood Vaccination, and those that are not from Accredited herds have passed a clean 


Tuberculin test within the same period. Health certificates will be provided with each 


lor sold. 
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
